may be there gotren to all ſuch as will be Aduenturers therein , and likewiſe for the generall 
good and inriching of the whole —_— and not be any way burdenſome, or hurttull ro 
any of his — ſubie&s,as by the Diſcourſe it ſelfe, herewith ſent vnto you,doth more ar 
large appeare; And for that his Maieſty and the Lofds of the Councell haue fo well approo-
